THE PEOSPERITy OF ESANCE. 

A Eemarkable Exhibit in tiie Prevail- 
ing Depression. 

The prosperity of Frunco makes her tbo 
•wonder of Europe, says tho London Times 
of the 9th ult., and mu>t excite the envy 
of every Minister of Pinance. A yearly 
revoniio of £109,000.000 is, of course, very 
fur from bc-iiig good in itself, lint it id :i 
marveliouH proof of what Fninco can 
bear •without any visible distress. After 
her wnr witli Geriaaiiy ami tlio Commnno, 
most people expected tliat she would bo 
orippfcd for years. That seemed to be 

fair interference from tho fact that tho 
war and the foreign occupation had cost 
from tho first to lust, about xaTO.OOO.OOO. 
Most of thac prodigious sum had been ex 
pended within twelve months, and it was 
more by somo .£8,000,000 than the addi 
tion which this country made to its debt 
in the war with Franco wliioh opened 
1793 and went on, wish little break, till 
1815. Nothing could moro vividly show 
the vast increase iu tiio cost of war than 
tho fact that for twenty-one years England 
was able, not only to liglit tho greatest 
military power in tUo world, but to sub 
sidize her less woalihy allies for a smaller 
sum than that which France threw away 
in a few months. It i* true that more 
than half her expenditure was nansed by 
tho fine of two hundred millions sterling 
which she paid to Gcraumy, and wo may 
assume that in future tbo victors will 
mako it a rule to send tho vanquished a 
bill for the payment of their espenses and 
ftomethiQg more. Thus the cost of war will 
be increased in two ways. Tho only excep- 
tion to Ench a practice will be made in 
favor of conquered States which cannot 
pay. Turkey, for example, could not 
pay — a fact wliioli may piobably ba f,tud- 
•ied at St. Petersburg. One piirposo for 
.imposiog an indemnity for the cost of war 
is to oripple the conquered country, and 
that was certainly among the objects with 
which the Government imposed a fine of 
£200,000,000. Tho best stittibticians 
of Germany fancied that such a sum, 
when added to tho other costs of tbo war, 
wouldlayso cru-hing almrden on Franco 
that she would be forced to disarm, and 
oould not aflFord to have a foreign policy. 
Uach supplies and some alarm was caus- 
ed by tho dicovery that she was spending 
more on her army than siie ever ilid in 
in thomo.-t warlike days of tho Empire, 
and that she carried tho prodigious bur- 
den of her debt mora liglitly than Ger- 
many bore a comparatively small expend- 
iture. The military party in Prussia 
declared that the indemnity had not been 
half largo enough, and honce the famous 
"scare" wbich.distnrbud Europe as well 
as France in tho spring of '875. That wag 
an erroneous inference, fur a really crush- 
iog indemnity would ])rovoke rather than 
prevent war, "by teinptiug tho vanquished 
State to run desperate risks in tbe hope 
of recouping itielf in an another cam- 
paign. But, be that as it, may. Franco 
now collects the largest revenuo ever 
raised by any naiiou iu a time of peace. 
. She collects £34,000,OUO a year more than 
jtbis country.

Tho ball baa luii-ly oijcued at James 
Buy. Yesterday tlio leatlor of tho Oppo 
sition moved an amcmlmont to tlie Ad- 
dross whicb, if carried, would rosnlt in 
tho overthrow of tho Governnioiil; but 
which, as it is destiued not to bo carried, 
•will end in tho domoralization and rout of 
tho Opposition. Tbo speech of Mr. 
Walkem was long, rambling and, ia soino 
respects, incoherent. Tho lionornblo 
gentleman is capable of mahiugagood 
apeooh, but yesterday he made a very poor 
DUO. Ho has never been heard to worse 
ttdvautago; has iiuver more surprised Lis 
friends aud delighted his onemios than 
iu his attack on tho CiuvoriiuuMit. Listou 
to a few of his iucoiisistoncies. Ho im- 
nounced himself as tho e.-^pcoial champion 
of the Carnarvon Terms; declared that if 
tbo present Government remained in 
power the Coriiarvoa Terms would fail; 
denounced the Separntiou cry and tlie 
Carnarvon Club, by inference; insult' 
•d his former chief, DuCosmos, by 
laughing at bis eccentric domunds for 
liuto Inlet; suid ho was not roHpon^bK 
for the coarse allusions of the pirsa to 
Mr. Mackenzie; denied thid. ho hud ever 
raised tho shibboletli of "I'^iglit .Muckon- 
zio;" declared that Lord DuUbriii's visit 
hiid wrought "irropiiri'-blo injury" to tho 
Province; altacki'd the dispatcli of this 
Government of tho 3d of ,1 uno last ; i;oiii- 
pliiuonlod tho |)resent Fiiuinoo iMini.ster 
by snyiug tluit had ho been in tho Minis- 
try tho dispatch would not luivu In c" 
Eeut (thus, niferoulially, coudemuing Mi 
Humphreys who was in the Ministry) ; at- 
tacked Mr. Brown for doing what Mr. 
Armstrong did; asked tho House to vt);o 
for tho rtiuenduuMit or they would s:uti- 
lieo tho Island Kaihvay ; and wound up by 
solemnly declaring that ho dnl not be- 
lieve a single mile of rail would bo laul 
in the Province in ten years' time. Kuch 
are a few of tho grave eccentricities of 
this oocentric gentlo man. Six months ago 
for presuming to say that the linto Inlet 
route formed no p;irt of tho Carnarvon 
Terms, Mr. DeCosmos called us a 
'•traitor;" aud throe wi^fka ntio wo were 
hanged and burned in eliigy by a 
drunken mob for telling pouple they 
could not separata if thoy waated to. Mr. 
■\Vaikem uttered similar sentiments ye.s- 
terday, aud (wonders will never cease!) 
■till lives. Aud not alone lives; but is 
tho High Priest of tho Opposition taber- 
nacle— the Moses of tho Hoparatioinsts. It 
is safe to say that Mr. Wiukom fell suv- 
oral feet in public obtinuitiou yesterday. 
Another snob speech and he will touch 
bedrock. Tboassault on the Govoiumcnt 
was parried iu a happy niuniior liy .^Ir. 
Elliott. Tho oratorical drui)bing Ihe Pre- 
mier gave the ei-Preuiier in tho HijU'so 
was scarcely surpassed by tho corporeal 
whaling tbo Adjutant Gouoral adniinistor- 
od to his libeller at the Postolbcooii Wed- 
nesday. The sophistry of Mr. Walkem 
was never more thoroughly e xposed than 
by himself. "I pledge my honor," said 
ho, "that I will not claim thos;; seats if 
this amendmeut is carried." Did he for- 
get that the Mioisterd were alto on their 
"honor?" that they could not in "homi- ' 
occupy " those seats " a moment 
longer than tbey enjoyed the coniidenco 
of the Houso? The Leader of tiio Oppo- 
nition will surely not lay claim tci a mono- 
poly of tbo "honor" in tho lluusf. M,-. 
Wulkem need not cl.mi the ijortfolios 
but iu ti.e event of def. at the Jlinittrv 
would qniotlv retire and tho seats would 
claim Mr. Walkem aud his fiiends. That 
is oonatitatioual usage and the Min- 
istry could not survive iunondmunt 
of the speech. Mr. liumjjbreys aired 
his gricvauco for a few ninmentH; and the 
Houso iiiuiUy adjourned till to-,iay when 
tho cotcp dc. fjyacB will bo given to the Cp 
position by the Ministerial supporters 
voting down tho longwiudcd amundmoiU 
of Mr. Wulkem. 

BEPOET OF THE^CHIEF COMMIS- 
SIONER OP LANDS & WOEKS. 

The report of tho Chief Gommissionei 
of Lands & Works, detailing the opera- 
tions of the Department daring the year 
1876, was laid before tho House yesterday. 
It is an interesting and able document, 
ooutaining several well executed maps — 
the most important of which is Mr.Dewd- 
ney's profile of tho proposed dyking works 
on tho Lower Fraser. In introducing the 
report tho Chief Commisjionor le'Iers to 
the extraordinary floods which oocaaiotied 
vast injury to ronds aud brid;>-os in the 
interior, and outailod heavier charges on 
the Dopurtiuent than bad been calenlatcd 
when tho Estimates were brought down. 
The repairs to trunk-road and the bridges 
on its lino have been connjleto and tho 
road is now in a high state of enicicncy 
and repair. In the various districts the 
damage occasioned by the floods has also 
boon repaired, and several iniportiuit 
works commenced Inst vear have been 
completed. A line of wagon road has 
been run from Kanilon])s to Nicola Ijako, 
and an important discoveiy of n feasible 
line for a wagon road from Cloldstream to 
Oowichan is announced. Tho Howo S(niiid 
trail has been eihaustivoly Hurvej ed by 
competent ongineers, and work on the 
cofferdam punhcil aboail siitisfaeNjrily. 
Owing to high wator a largo ([uantity of 
brick for tho now htnatic asylum was de- 
stroyed and tho building is not yet in a 
complete state. Willi a dcsini to Rp;ir(i 
the feelings of his prode(;(^Hsor, tho disas- 
ter to the QncBuel bridge is disniissod 
with a few words, and tho Houso is told 
that a now pier is being constructed. Fol- 
lowing tho iutroduolory retnorka, wo find 
arranged under the h'jadingt of each olec- 
total district a stutoniont of 'ho works 
completed and in progress. Wo propose 
briefly to touch on tho moit important 
points. 

Tbo timo for completing I ho coffordarji 
contract was extended, at the request of 
the contractors, to the present niontii, tlui 
Chief Oommiasiouer I'liuling fmm the re 
port of the dock onginei r i iu Loudon who 
hftvo the preparation of the plans iu hand 
♦ hfit Ihev would not be ready before the 
bcKinningJof 1877. On tho 17th Novem- 
ber 187*5. the Chief Comnimsioner wn.t - 
to Messrs. Knipplo A Morris ur-iiig the 
viaorous proseoution of the phuiH so that 
contraote for the main work ni.ay ho spiiod-

Ihua far, has been §2-1,833.2^:. Mr. Ben- 
nett, resident engineer, reports the satis-' 
factory progress of the cofferdam, 

jMr. Dowdnny's report on dyking tho 
Tiaser niin;t form tho subject of 
a futuro arliclo. The Engineer is of 
opinion that 2'J7,08G cubic yards ofdyking 
is u(icossary to prevent futuro disasters. 
He adds to his report tables of tho depth 
of tho rainfall in Fraser Valley for the 
years 18G2, 1873, 1874 and 1875. 

Last summer Mr. Mahood, 0. E., was 
dispatched to eiamino and report upon 
tho coudiliou of the Yale-Cariboo waggon- 
road. The report before ua sliowa that 
tlio wator rose in mouths ofjJuue and July 
to a height of eight feet above the highest 
recorded flood, all freighting over the 
road being susjieuded from the lOtli Juno 
to the Ist July, aud business coming to a 
slaudstill. Mr. Mahood recouiuionds tho 
raising of tho road at Tilton Crock Hill, 
Jackass Mountain, 4-Mile Hill and 
Orgou Jack Hill; suggests that the road 
be kept in repair by day's work, as a 
measure of economy, and pa^s a high 
tribute to the onorgy and eiHcieooy of the 
road Supcrintondouts. The road is now 
divided into fivo sections, viz: Yale to 
Boston Bar, 25 miles; Boston Bar to 
Clinton, 111 miles; Clinton to Soda Creek, 
130}^ miles; Soda Creek to Queselmouth, 
58 miles; Quesnolmouth to Oameronton, 
GO miles. 

The next work of importanco dealt with 

in tho report is tho Howo Souud Trail. 
It ajipears from olIlci«l fitatomoiits thfit 
.■}'i3,-i:i8.8i> was expended by tho late Gov- 
orumoul iu trying to open this trail, with- 
out efl'ect. Tho present Chief Commis- 
sioner therefore dispatched Mr. ]^Iahood 
to explore aud survey the country aud 
report as to tho practicability of a line of 
trail. Ho estiiuatoa tho distunco from 
Ijillooot to tbo head of Howo Souud at 
I'li miles, and tho total distauco from 
Ijilloc.et to Biirrard Inlet at IGl miles. 
Mr. Mahood recommends that the trail 
start from tlie foot of Seaton Lake, to 
which point there is already a wagon- 
road. The parties formerly engaged iu 
making tho trail are described as having 
doiio all tho easy parts and nkippod all tho 
hard places, lu one inslinco tlioy carried 
the trail over a mountain top, almost to 
the very edge of the hlulT Ijy a succoision 
of zig-zrg3. Of the skipping policy th.i 
report says: 

"I will hero mention, that one of the 
great defects I have found in tho tr iil is, 
that tho work was carried on wlioi e. er it 
was easiest to be done, and generally any- 
thing approaching a dilliculty— a stream 
to bo bridged, a bog to bo corduroyed, or 
rock to bo removed— was ijaised by. 
Now, all these points will have to be done, 
or tho trail is virtually impraoticnblo; and 
it is very evident that the cost of doing so 
will be very much greater than if done at 
tho timo, on account of the timo lost and 
e.Npc-nso iucurrod in moving parties from 
place to place." 

After describing other Ecctiou-i of the 
trail as operated upon by the road parties, 
Mr, .Mahood proceeds to say: 

"As regards the question of feed along 
the roule it is gonorttlly good. Along t he 
Anderson and 8oaton Lakes, and the por- 
tugoa. there is not much grass, but iho 
annuals now running there thrive remark- 
ably well on the browaiiig. At the Pom- 
bcrton meadows, sixty miles from Lil- 
luoet, tho supi)ly of feed is nclimitod. 
Leaving tho meadows, the first gras.s is at 
ten miles, where there is a small lake and 
beaver swamp. In the next twel-/e miles, 
|)a.i«iug to tho south end of Summit 
Jj ikes, tiiero aro many boaver swamps, 
where there is plenty of gmss. From tliis 
to tho commencement of Big Slide, a dis- 
tauco of ten miles, there is uo food except 
browse. The Big Slide is miles 
across. At the northern end and in the 
middle there are quantities of rushes, aud 
at the southern end largo bearer swunips 
and grass. There is no more feed for 
about ten miles, until after the oinon is 
[iLssed aud tho <1 ,t valley of Cliebakamu.? 
nud Squaiiii.sh reached , over tho greato 
part of which, for a diatmce of ton miles, 
to Howe Sound, there is good feed, scv 
oral small meadows and f.;reat quantities 
of rushes. As between Howo Sound and 
Bnriurd Iiilot there is vory little foeil; 
stfi.-k conlii lay (jvi-r at this place and re- 
cruit lor the rest of tho jcniruoy of forty 
miles." 

Followiug this report isa detailed state- 
ment of the expenditiiies of the depart- 
ment and tho extent of the surveys in tho 
various districts. 
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LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTEI1N SATES. 

CoTiNCii- BnuiTS, Iowa, Fid). 25. — Tho 
lowu institute for tho deaf and dumb 
caught fire about one o'clock this morn- 
ing. The entire building ih now inflames, 
tho lire being beyond control. It is re- 
ported a largo number of the mutes were 
cut off from escape and ha vo peri^lled in 
tho ilamos. Tho building i.s located some 
3 miles from tho city. It is impossibloat 
tins hour to ascinaiu the truth of tho ru- 
mor as to loss of life or oilier details. 

Nuw York, Feb. 24.- -The Hirald's 
Wiisliington special says respectable De- 
mocrats, though deeply olTondcd at tbo 
Commissiouer's decision iu the Flm^ida 
and Louisiana cases, are not discontented 
with the Ore;;on result.
